preliminary direct sequence analysis on the "unique" fragment indicate 
t h a t  i t  i s  a single sequence, not a mixture. The fragment will then 
make a fine probe for confirming the identity of unique sequences i n  
different defectives. I t  is readily labeled, w i t h  kinase, a t  i ts  
Hind I11 end, so very hot probes can be made and i t  hybridizes very 
efficiently back t o  the total defective on a f i l t e r .
